While Mr Whitney 
js rc-garded x< the leader of the <rold 
forces, ih-y i-sptct to be able to muster 
a formidable array of distiugaislu-fi 
men who will a»ist him in his effort-, 
to prevent th.- p.u-tv'.> throwing ,jt«-lf 
entirely upt.u tho white metal side of 
the controvc-r>y. In addition to Mr. 
Whitney, Senators Hill and Murphy, 
Hon. Charles Tracy, Mr. Flower, Hoii. 
Fred R. Coudert and ex- Post master 
General Bissell are expected from New 
"iork, as are Hon. Don. M. Dickinson of 
Michigan, Governor Russell, Hon. J. E.

Sunday List in tho City of Mexico in 
honor of Diaz's renouunation. The field 
seems to be clear all the way from So- 
nora to Yucatan for the Mexican man 
of destiny. 


President Diaz has TTI record without 


parallel in Mexico or in iiny of tho oth- 
er republics of Spanish America. Pre- 
vious to his time there had beets an ir- 
regnlar line of incompetent rulers There 
had been 10 or 12 "provisional" presi- 
dents, three or four presidents "in 
churge," a "substitute" president aud 
several dictators. All of them held pow 
er by a most -uncertain tenure. The 
greater part of them lost their place bv 
revolution. There was not in the world 
a more unstable government than that 
of Mexico. 


President Diaz is 66 years of age and 


is a half breed. By his mother he is a 
descendant from the Indian race of 
Mexico and by his father from the Span- 
ish race. In his infancy his father died, 
and he was trained for life in Oaxaca 
by his Indian mother, who lived in pov- 
erty. In his youth, after a period of 
clerfeship and service in an inn, he stud- 
ied for the priesthood of the Roman 
Catholic church, but after a time gave 
up the purpose of entering upon an ec- 
clesiastical career. He began the study 
of law; he took part in politics; he was 
a member of tho legislature of his state; 
he was a soldier on the Liberal side 111 
tunes of strife; he was a general in the 
war against tho empire which Franco 
had set np in Mexico, and it was in this 
war that he won the renown which 
caused him to be chosen as provisional 
president in the year 1876 aud as con- 
stitutional president tho next year 
Since that time he has held the office of 
chief executive, excepting the four years 
m which it was held by Manuel Gonza 
lez.

It is to be used for circus performances, 
athletic events, celebrations itiid things 
of that s,ort, and its projector? say it 
will be the means of bringing at least 
one of the national conventions to Chi- 
"ago every four years.

The Colosszum is TOO feet in length 


by 800 feet in width, and every foot of 
space is available, for there is not a post 
or other obstruction in the way. The 
building itself occupies o% acres of 
ground between Sixty-second and Sisty- 
third streets, aud is bounded by Grace 
avenuo and the Illinois Central railroad 
tracks, the main entrance being in 
Sixty-third Btrx-et. Between the struc- 
ture and tbe railroad tracks are 2}^ 
acre* of ground, which will be used 
during i he convention as a cavriage'.vay. 
Carr.agi" parties from the city will use 
the Michigan avenue boulevard to Fifty- 
fifth sheet, thence through Washington 
park to the Midway plaisauce and south 
on Stony Island,avenue to the Conven- 
tion hall. 


Every foot cf the 285, t:j<\ «-qvarc feet 


of the form and fronting ia Grace av- 
enue arc rooms ict apart for the meet- 
ings of the various committees of the 
convention. 


The public reception hall, l«ge 


cnctigh to hold 10,000 men, is the place 
whcio delegates, alternates and specta- 
tors will mass before the SOSMOUS aie 
c-vllul to cider. Viewed from the wide 
gail- ries abovo <ho scene will Certainly 
be au inspiring one, for on this broad 
flffir tho marching clubs, with their 
military bands, will be in all their 
glory, and the impassioned campaign 
orator may also have the opportunity to 
say a word or two.

Convention hall will not step at the 
putting up of a few flags, for which 
some artistic designs will be worked 
oat.

Mark Your Wheel. 


John 0. Carroll, chii-f detective of a 


whf-elman's insurance _ company, said 
recently: • 'Every owner should have a 
private mark upon his or her wheel. 
By this I don't mean a simple mark 
upon the .saddle, post or on the saddle it- 
self, as those are the vt-ry places where 
a thief will look for such a mark, and 
should they be there both saddle and 
post will be removed. If you want to 
make the private mark oil any part of 
your frame, say on tho underside of the 
top tube, tum your •K-he^l upside dowii 
and remove a portion of the enamel, say 
1 inch by 1 inch, and clean well till the 
metal is freed from any ],art of the en- 
amel. Then cover the sp-^e so cleaned 
with a greasy material—cuudle grease, 
for instance—then take a pointed instru- 
ment of some kind and wet the point 
•with carbolic acid. Proceed to write 
your initials or private mark on the 
tubing, being sure that you have suffi- 
cient acid on the pointed pen' before 
you begin 
After allowing the acid to 


leave its trace on the tubing, you can 
rub off the jn^ease, and one application 
of enamel will cover all trace of the 
mark you have made."—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

Carious Frog*. 


One of the ]niv>t interesting species of 


frogs tha1; have been described is th« 
one discovered by Mr. Wallace in Bor- 
neo a number of years ago. It has been 
popularly called the' 'flying frog,'' from 
the fact that it hns toes of great length, 
and these are fully webbed to the tips. 
If the animal wishes to descend from 
the top of a high tree, it has only to 
make the leap, and by spreading oat its 
toes it converts its feet into four veri- 
table parachutes, and thus this little 
aerial barrachian reaches terra firrna in 
safety.

Bat Seven Impeachment Trials. 


General Harrison discusses ' "Impeach- 


ment" in his "This Country of Ours" 
article in Ladies' Home Journal. He 
presents the constitutional provisions 
for tho impeachment of high officials, 
and recalls that the process has been put 
into operation but seven times. Wil- 
liam Blount, a senator from Tennessee, 
was the first official to be tried on im- 
peachment, proceedings. 
His trial oc- 


curred in 1797. The others were: John 
Pickering, a United States district 
]ndge for Kew Hampshire, in IhuS; 
Justice Samuel Chase of the United 
States supreme court, about the same 
time; Jar.ies II, Peek, judge of the 
United States district court for the dis- 
trict of Missouri, in 1830; Judge Hum- 
phreys of tho United States district 
court for the district of Tennessee, m 
1SG2; President Andrew Johnson, in 
186S; 
William W. Belknap, secretary 


of war, in 187G. Thero were but two 
convictions—Judge Pickering and Jndga 
Hnmphieys.

Experiments With Tree Soctl. 


The Experiment Station Eecord re- 


ports on experiments conducted wit)» 
various kiuds of -tree seed to ascertain 
among other things the most suitable 
depth to plant, effect of' drilling or 
broadcast sowing, and of thick or thin 
sowing." Experiments conducted with 
Norway spruce showed that the best re- 
sults followed covering tha seed to a 
depth of only one-quarter inch, while 
for acorns 2 inches-gave the highest av- 
erage germinations. "Walnuts gave but 
little difference in. germination when 
covered to depths of 2, 4 and 6 inches, 
the latter being slightly the'most profit- 
able. Norway spruce seed sowrf in drills 
an<i broadcast gave results.greatly in 
favor .of drilling. In the case of thick 
and- thin seeding of the same kind of 
seed, it was found that three-quarter 
ounce gave more favorable results than 
•when l}4 ounce was used. The size of 
the plats was 15 square feet. 


Experiments were conducted with 


ash seed to hasten its gcr mination. Seed 
was sown in autumn, kept in sand dur- 
ing the-vvinter, aud treated witiv water at 
180 degrees F. for thveo minutes before 
planting, but in every case the seed 
ifrown in 1893 failed to germinate until 
the spring of 1805. li Is, S£i!d thai seed 
of the hawthorn, apple, cembrian pine, 
Siedicagp Icpnlina on<! Plautago major 
behave in a similar way—that; is, lie 
dormant in tie soil for a year before 
sprouting. 


Old Primrewe Pi»n:«. 


Eben E. Rexford writes as follows in 


The .Ladies' Home Journal:

bit of root with each division of the old 
crown. If so pot each piece in a small 
pot and thereafter tre.it exactly as you 
would, seedling plants—shifting from 
rime to time as the roots fill the pots, 
until you hare your plants in sis inch 
pots. Old plants laf t as they were at the 
end of the season are generally weak 
and seldom do well a second time.

Fuchsias are easily propagated from 


cuttings. Take a piece of partially 
ripecea wood—the tip of a vigorous 
branch is the best part of the plant to 
use for tbis purpose—and cut off the 
leaves at the lower part of it, leaving 
two or three at the top. The cutting 
should be from three to four inches iu 
length. Insert an inch of the base in a 
dish of coarse sand, which should be 
kept moist aud warm. Do not have the 
soil of the consistency of mud, -or the 
cutting will be likely to decay before 
roots are formed. On no account allow 
the saud to get dry. Kyou do you might 
as well throw out the cuttings at once

When be looked 
aruund his garden and picked a fev.- 
Landfuls of flowers with tho intt-n- 
tioii of sending them to market as 
an experiment, ho little thought 
tbat within 20 years the flower trade 
would be tho most prosperous trade 
which bad ever been known in Scilly. 
. Nbw every farmer is a grower of 
flowers—which as a rule means nar- 
cissi and daffodils—on a largo scale, 
and almost every individual house- 
holder, if bo can get a garden, is 
one. I say if bo can get a garden, 
for in fc-cilly every available piece of 
ground is nsed as a garden, and if 
from any cause one is given up a 
number of would bo tenants apply 
to tbo lord proprietor for it. Some- 
times a pieco of a farm may be di- 
vided up into gardens, and those 
who aro fortunate enough to get a 
portion immediately set to work and 
plant hedges of veronica, esoallonia- 
or euoriyrans, or put up wooden 
fences at ..rated distances apart to 
make shelter for the flowers that are 
to come. 


In Scilly it would bo hopeless for 


any ono to think of growing flowers 
unless lie had first provided shelter 
for them, for every wind sweeps the 
islands, and protection from storms 
is absolutely necessary. On the oth- 
er hand—and this no doubt is tho se- 
cret of tho success with which tho 
flowers arc grown there—the equa- 
bility of tho temperature is remark- 
able, severe frost being almost un- 
known. The flower gardens divid- 
ed into these squares by the hedges 
havo a quaint and pleasing appear- 
ance. As a rttle. each square patch 
is devoted to one variety of flower, 
though most of tho larger growers 
have many squares of each sort, es- 
pecially of the oldor kinds, such as 
Scilly white, solcil d'or, ornatns, etc. 


Tho flower season begins about 


Christmas, when a few small con- 
signments find their way into tha 
markets and are usually sold at good 
prices, especially if tha French flow- 
ers havo not yet made an appear- 
ance. From this time tip to the end 
of May flowers in larger or smaller 
quantities are sent by every steam- 
er, the busiest time h'eing, as a rule 
during 3Jarch and April. 
Besides 


tho narcissi and daffodils, margue- 
rites, gladioli, arum lilies, the scarlet 
anemone fulgeus, -whito single stocks 
and •wallflowers are grown in largo 
quantities. The white and yellow 
marguerite bushes attain dimensions 
which would astonish people who 
grow them in pots under glass.—St. 
•James Budget.

The 
firo insurance law is administered by 
the General Obligatory Mutual Firo 
Insurance Institution, operating un- 
der the depart ment of finance. The 
law is not only co:upulsory, bnt the 
systom is a monopoly, as huildiugi 
insured by it arc not allowed to carry 
additional insurance. Several classes 
of buildings are excluded from the 
operation 
of the law, including 


churches, \vhich belong to the state; 
buildings of less value than 300 
francs situated some distance from 
towns or villages, as they perhaps 
run little or no risk, and buildings 
which are of too hazardous a nature, 
such as theaters and powder mills. 


A valuation commission, appoint- 


ed by the government council, values 
tho buildings in presence of theowUr 
or or his agents. The value is deter-. 
mined by the amount which at the 
time of valuation the buildings in 
their then existing construction 
•would cost for material and labor, 
•with deductions for ago, poor state 
of repairs, etc. Local advantages or 
site value do not 
influence the 


valuation, and movable objects, such 
as machines or parts of machin- 
ery, are excluded- Buildings are di- 
vided into four classes, according to 
tho nature of the risk, and the pre- 
miums are graduated accordingly. 
Dwelling houses and all buildings 
not used for manufacturing pur- 
poses pay a premium of £0 centimes 
per 1.000 francs value.'cr 5 pence 
per £40. Ordinary manufactories and 
workshops pay 80 centimes per 1, 000 
francs. Places of greater hazard, 
such as breweries, distilleries, gas 
•works, tobacco factories, pay 1 franc 
20 centimes per 1, 000 francs, while 
class four, including chemical fac- 
tories. dyeing -works and a few more 
places where the risk is still greater, 
pay at tho rate of 1 franc 80 cen- 
times. -Where the hazard is excep- 
tional, and j j the case of buildings 
partly constructed of wood, an addi- 
tion, which must never exceed 5 
francs on each 3,000 francs, is made. 


Turkey's Way of Raising Re- '«*nue. 
The land iu all Turkey and her 


dependencies belongs tothoreigning 
sultan and is only occupied at his 
will. It is divided among those who 
wish to cultivate it at a nominal 
rental of one-fifth of the produce, 
•which goes directly to the crown. 
Three-fifths more aro taken from 
tha lessee on other pretexts, all for 
the maintenance of the government, 
the pasha in each district having tho 
authority to lease tho ground and 
collect the taxes, which may be in 
kind or money. 


If orops aro short, they take four- 


fifths of all the man has in animals 
and even household utensils, some- 
times all his possessions, to mako up 
the deficiency which Providence has 
withheld. 


Everything that can produce, be 


it a tree, beast, fowl, worm or the 
labor of a mun and his family, is 
subject to the four-fifths tax. 


Those who toil at any labor or 


trade other than agriculture aro 
taxed also pro rata according to 
their wages and must pay or go to 
prison.—Pearson's Weekly.

A Well and Weather Prophet In Ob«. 
There is u well in Beadle county, 


S. D., which as a weather prophet 
surpasses some of the modern* pro- 
fessionals. For 5 day or two pre- 
vious to a storm or high wind tho 
water assumes an inky line and 
gives off a very faint sulphurous 
odor. If a little is put into a glass 
and held toward the light, no foreign 
substance can be detected, and tho 
liquid appears clear, but in larger 
quantities the peculiar tint, is very 
marked. Just before tho storm sub- 
sides the water resumes its natural 
crystal clearness, and the color dis- 
appears. Tho indications described 
are so certain to ho followed by a 
storm of some kind, more especially 
a high wind, that the owner has 
come to regard his well as an excel- 
lent indicator of weather. 


Tho well is a covered ono and CO 


feet deep, with 30 feet of water, lift- 
ed by an iron pump. It would hard- 
ly seem probable that the water at 
that depth would be affected by the 
atmosphere two days before tho 
s' orrn developed. Is it not possible 
that the conditions which give rise 
to storms have their origin in the 
earth itself? Perhaps here is a key 
to the vexed problem of the winds — 
their course, velocity, direction, etc. 
Has tho pnxsence of tho iron pump 
anything to do with the appearance 
of tho water? If so, why is it ap- 
parent only before a storm? Other 
•wells in that vicinity show a similar 
tendency, hut in a less marked de- 
gree. In some the water takes on a 
yellowish cast, but •with no percep- 
tible odor. — Mimiennolis Journal.
